■Ctim and ;;l()w progress of Gcuerala 
Hart and Bralmnt are relatively un- 
important when compared with the 
progreM of Gteneral French. It Is now 
evident that Lord Roberta wiahes not 

only to defoat thp I?nois, biU to pen 
them In as at Paardeberg. To this 
end 40,000 British troops are concen- 
trating In the aoutheaatern portion ot 
the 6ranse Free State and ate operat- 
ing according to carefully devised 
plans in which the delay may be as 
mueK duo to strategy as to necessity. 
The success of this important move- 
ment almost entirely depends on Gen- 
eral French. If he can sweep down 
from the north with the rapidity of 
execution which he displayed at Kim- 
berley and Paardeberg he will effect 
the same swift, sudden transformation 
which followed the cavalry evolutions 
two months ago. According to last 
accounts he was pushing on success- 
fully. Every day the Boers remain at 
Wepener improves cneral French's 
chance of success. 

To put a girdle round the 25,000 
Boers estimated to be in the south- 
eastern part of the Orange Free State, 
Lord Roberts has evidently taken 
large ch;inces. 

The British critics differ as to the 
result. Some think It impossible for 
the Boers to escape from the net, 
while others reserve their opinion un- 
til more definite news of General 
French's progress is received. There 
Is a general impression that the main 
advance upon Pretoria will be taken 
up without any reconcentration at 
Bloemfontein, ai with more than half 
the Bri^sh amy stretched across the 
Orange Free dtate, such a change in 
directions would indefinitely delay the 
accomplishment of Lord Roberts' main 
Objective^ 

A Boer version of the recent British 
attack at Fourteen Streams says that 
Beers were killed and four wounded. 
Little damage, it is added, was done to 
the camp, though it was vigorously 
bbn^barded. 

The Ladysmith district is apparently 
ttltt only marked by sniping and scout- 
'ing. 

A Boer dispatch from Glericoe, Na- 
tal, dated Apri^ 24. says that four 
scouts surprised 300 British from 

Ivadysniith, and pnt llie whole body to 
flight and captured two ol them. 

British at Roodekop. * 

London, April 25.— The war offlco 
has rciceived the following dispatch 
from I.ord Roberts from Bloemfontein: 
"Pole-Carew's division reached Roode- 
kop without casualties. Its advance 
was covered by cavalry and hor^e ar- 
tillery, which drove back the enemy 
with heavy loss, tluir dead being left 
on the ground. The mounted troops 
halted for the night at Orootfontein, 
and at i. in. wiie cro.sslng the 

Modder river at Vaisbank, in accord- 
ance with my instructions to French 
to endeavor to place himself astride 
the enemy's line of retreat French'^ 
arrival m ar the Modder river evidently 
alarmed the Boers, who evacuated their 
strong position near Dewet's Dorp | 
durinp; the plgftt, and It was occupied 
by Chermslde's division at onc^ 

"The mounted Infantry, under Ian 
Hamilton drove the enemy off the kop- 
jes In the neighborhood of the water 
vorks without casuaHlea on oifr side. 

'^he Highland brigade marched 24 
miles to support General Hamilton, 
and baited for the night at Klip Krail, 
four miles short of Saunas Post. 

"Brabant and Hart' are still a few 
miles short ot Wepener, and the num- 
bers of the enemy appear to have some- 
what increased during the last few 
days. Bu( K W got likely there will be 
Biaoh trouble in the neighborhood of 
Wepen^ oace Dewet's Dorp lii occu- 
pied by. on* troops. 

"I luvoctod the City Imperial volun- 
teer bgtt»Mp» oa tbaly arrival at 
BtoMBtOBtstBt and tke^ looked very 
workmanlike. I also ' Inspected the 
first company of Imperial yeomanry, 
which jl^aa arrived here. 
''^ith* mien turn out smart and their 
horlas are in an admirable condition." 

Dalgety Mot Kelleved. 
Ifasoru, Basutoland, April 26.— On 
the breaking up of the bivouac Gen 
•rals Brabant knd Hart discovered 

that the Boers, who fell bai k towards 
Wepener. had advanced during the 
night eeverM miles nearer to Strauss' 
farm, whiflh is a favorable position for 
resistenee. Colonel Dalgety was se- 



verely attaciied with six guns, probably 
with a view t6 preventing htm assist- 
ing the relief column. It seemed that 
Dalgety had practically been relieved, 
but the attitude a.ssumed by the Boers 
ahows this idea to have been erroneous. 
General Hart la now a few miles be- 
hind General Brabant's division, which 
is waiting for the former to come up. 
Thirteen British wounded were re- 
moved to Maf eking at tfidnight. and 
placed in the English church. 

Are the Boers Trapped ? 
Herskael. Cape Colony. April 25.— II 
It reported that the British have oc- 

enpied Wepener after heavy fighting. 
It Is also said that the Boers are una- 
ble to esi:apc to the north, and that 
great del dopments are expected. 

TBIPLE HANGIHO. 

Two White Men uiid One Negro Ex- 
eciite<i In Tennessee. 
McMlnnvlUe, Tenn.. April 25.— John 
Johnson and Bill Brown, both white, 

and Sonnie Grain, colored, were hanged 
here. Johnson was convicted of hav- 
ing shot his neighbor, James Hillis. 
from ambush in Peceqiber, 1898. 
Brown was charged with complicity 
In the murder of his wife. Grain wa.'? 
a double murderer. He was eonvirted 
of having killed another negro, and 
while serving his sentence killed John 
Brown, a fellow prisoner. In the Jail. 

Principal Witness Absent. 
Lansing. Mich.. April 25.— The trial 
of Colonel Ell R. Sutton, of Datrolt, a 

prominent attorney and Pingreo poli- 
tician, who was indicted with Gen- 
erals White and Marsh, under charges 
of implication in the state hilUtla 
clothing frauds, was begun. Sutton's 
attorneys moved for a continuance on 
the ground that their principal wit- 
ness. Tom L. J/thnson, of New York, Is 
in Europe, and his deposition could 
not be secured before he left Colonel 
Sutton desired to show by Johnson's 
testimony that certain moneys which 
( ame into his hands about the time 
the alleged frauds were perpetrated 
were paid from another source. Judge 
Wiest denied the motion. The work 
of securing a Jury began. 

KiMiiiienicHl ConfiTencp. 
New York, April 25. — About a dozen 
meetings of the Ecumenical confer- 
ence were held in different churches 
and halls and much enthusiasm w.ts 
displayed. The grinclpai meeting was 
held in Carnegie hall, which was 
crowded to Its capacity. Bishop B. R 
Hendrlz of the Southern Methodist 
church, recently returned from Africa, 
presided. The speakers were Bishop 
Hendrix, Rev. Canon W. J. Edmonds 
of Exeter cathedral, Bev. Japob Cham- 
berlain of India, and'Rev. W. M; S. 
Ashmore, formerly of China. The sub- 
jecfc was "The Translation of the Bible 
and Its Distribution Among the Na- 
tions of the Earth."

Lasalle, Ills., April 25.— It is an- 
nounced here that the 1,800 coal miners 
employed by the Spring Valley Coal 
company h:\ve struck. Ten days ago 
the miners presented a set of demands 
upon the management of the Spring 
Valley Coal company, with headquar- 
ter, in Chicago. The most striking of 
these demands v.'as that the company 
should hereafter hold back from every 
union miners' pay his dues and assess- 
ments in the union, and that the com- 
pany require 11 employes to beeomi^ 
members of the union. Several confer- 
ences were held without result.

Washington, April 25.— At the opi n- 
Ing of the session of the bouse Wil- 
liam H. King, who served In the Fifty- 
fifth cuuKress from the state of I'tah. 
was sworn in as a representative of 
thats tate to succeed Brigham H. Rob- 
erts, who waa denied a seat 

'Without preliminary business the 
house resumed consideration of the 
postofflce appropriation bill. The 
item apropriating $725,000 for pneu- 
matic tube service an Increase of 
$500,000 over the apropriation for the 
curent year was tlie subject of two 
hours' debate under the arrangement 
previously made. 

Mr. Littlo (Ark.) represented the 
pneumatic service, which, he held, 
was unnecrssary and of no inateriai 
benefit in expediting the mails. The 
charges for the services In New York, 
he said, wore outrageously exorbitant. 
The government was paying $37,000 a 
mile rental for six-lnih iron pipe l»e- 
sldes cost of operating the machines, 

Mr. Moody (Mass.) also opposed the 
extension of the tube service. If it 
was entered upon he said it would add 
in the near future millions to the 
ready swollen expenditures of tlie 
postofflce. Taking this bill as a text, 
ho made an urgent plea for retrench- 
ment in public expenditures. Every 
branch of the public service, he said, 
was asking for its share «f the enorm- 
ous revenues, which were being 
collected. Proceeding. Mr. Moody as- 
sailed the whole history of the pneu 
matic tube service. "It is so malodor- 
ous from beginning to end." said he, 
"that it should die the death of a 
dog." 

"Smoke the rascals out," cried Mr. 
Little, "and we on this side ot the 
house win stay with you." 

Mr. Moody said it was not a pleasant 
thing for him to exploit the scandal, 
which had been uncovered by the pea 
tal commission, of which he was a 
member, but he considered It his duty 
to do so. He declared that former 
Second Assistant Postmaster General 
Nellson, under whom the first experi- 
ments in the pneumatic tube service 
were made when he retired, accepted 
from the company $6,000 in caah and 
flO.OOO in stock for his sorviees here 
during the succeeding year. What that 
service could be, Mr. .Moody said he 
could not Imagine. The facts, be said, 
had been brought out by the commis- 
sion. John E. Millholland. of New 
York, he said, was the president of the 
tube company. Mr. Moody's next 
statement startled the house and cre- 
ated a sensation. The tube service, he 
said, had been constructed by contrac- 
tors, who tCK;k their pay iu stock and 
bonds. Th* only asset of the com- 
pany was its contract with the govern- 
ment "I regret to say," continued 
Mr. Moody, deliberately, "that one of 
the principal holders of thesef stocks 
and bonds was a member of this house 
and a member of the committee on 
appropriations." 

Give his name." shouted Mr. Liv- 
ingston (Qa.). 

"I wttl not." replied Mr. Moody. 
Then he added another sensational 
statement to the effect that a large 
block of the stock of the ( oncern had 
been sent to a near relative of a prom- 
inent member of the house as a New 
Year's gift "But I am proud to say," 
said Mr. Moody, "that the return mail 
carried ba< k that dishonoring and dis- 
honorable gift" When the applause 
that gveeted this statemeat had died 
out Mr. Moody appealed to the house 
not to indorse "this sort of a trans- 
action." 

Ifr. Moody disclaimed any intention 
of reflecting upon the present commit- 
tee, which he highly recommended. He 
was especially glowing In his praise of 
Mr. Loud, the ciialrman of the com- 
mittee. Mr. Moody said he had been 
appealed to hy commercial bodies of 
Boston to aid in the extension of this 
service, but he refused to close his 
eyas to bis duty in this matter. He 
ehtrged that companies In all the 
Urg* eltlMk tH tlMi eMStry were pre- 
Pfurtgff to raid eoagress in behalf of 
further extension of the tube service. 

The housT voted 87 to 50 to strike 
out the entire appropriation for pneu- 
maAie tube senioa.

Indiana poli.'^, April 25.— The best of 
feeling seems tu prevail among the del- 
egates to the Republican atate conven- 
tion. 

The sole topic of conversation in the 
hotel corridors was tli" nomination for 
governor. It i.s notioMlilo that noth- 
ing Is said regarding th'' iilatform, al- 
though It will come before the conven* 
tlon at the opening session, and the 
nominations arc on tho program later. 
Interest centers holdy tijion the guber- 
natoritil notninre. 

Frank L. Littleton, former speaker 
of the house, said: "The main fight 
renters in the nomination for governor 
and from present Indicitiaus it seems 
to me that Mr. OrllBths will sec<|re the 
nomination. 

"Everybody. Irrespective of his pref- 
eronro for the offlne, agrees on the fart 
tliat wo iv.uaX iiave a good campaigner 
to luMd t!;o ti.kct, ;uul Mr. Griffiths is 
known to be one of the best campaign- 
ers in the country. On account of the 
large number of can lidate.- it i- impo.>- 
sil)l(> to .say how soon a nomination 
will he made, hut it ought not to take 
more than four or five ballots at most." 

The morning waa devoted to district 
meetings. The convention was called 
to order In Tomlinson hall and J. 
Frank Hauljr of Lafayette presided. 

Peiiiisslviiiiln liepiiMlcans. 
Hfirri.sl)tirg. .\pril The Repub- 
lican state (onv ntion was held In the 
Harrlsburg Opera House to nominate 
candidates for auditor general, two 
cot:grossmp|i-at-lafgo aiid iircsiileii- 
tlal electors, and i:lso to scictt eight 
delegates-at-largo to the national con- 
vention at Philadelphia. The vote In 
the United States senate to bar out M. 
S. Quay. v\ho.«f friends were in con- 
trol of the convention completely 
changed the plana, and half an hour 
before the hour of meeting nobody was 
certain who would be the nominees. 
Thfrc lia;s never Imon any doiilit, huw- 
evcr, about tlie selection of State Sen- 
ator E. I!. Ilardenburgh for auditor 
gei^eral. There w.<is much opposition 
among the leaders to the renominatlou 
of C'Dngic-snian-at-large Galusha A. 
(irow, but it wad Colonel Quay's wish 
that he be renominatcJ.

L. Flood of Meadville. After the read- 
ing of the platform by Senator Pen- 
rose, State Senator Flynn tried to get 
the endonement ot Senator Quay 
stricken out.

280 to 59. The platform endorses the 
present administration and instrueta 
the national delegates for .McKinley.

SAD STORY. 

The Old Sayiig, Miafertnes Never Cane 

Singly, Proves True in the Tase of 
a Former Maysville family. 

(VortsnuNith Times April 24tb.] 
A Iniid atory was in circulation tc-day 
to the effect that Ohu. Sharkey, whose 
wife died Sanday, gat on a big drank 
Monday, waa fonnd sleeping on the hill- 
aide at New Boston and that the funeral 
of his wife waa delayed two hours in con- 
seqaenoe. 

The matter was investigated by The 
Times and the result waa that a vtory sad 
story came to light It eeema that 
Charles Sharkey, his wife and five 
small children uDved to Fortsmonth 
from Mayavilie, Ky., aeveral montba 
afo. They located on Lawsou Heights 
and Sharkey secured work on a night 
t irn at the Burgess mills. Al>out a 
month ago Mrs. Sharlwy gave birth to a 
child and never got oat of bed, death 
coming to her relief Sanday iBoriiaK. 
Sharluy was to poor too bire a nurse and 
daring all thia time he worked nighta at 
the Burgess and then nursed his wife 
and two of the children, who also got 
aiek. The bmb did the eooking fbr his 
family, washed for them and did all the 
household work, in fact. He labored 
along as best he coold to aave hia wife's 
life, bat ahe passed away from him Son- 
day, i 

Mr. Sharkey had not eaten anything 
for two days and was weak and faint from 
loss of food and sleep, when Monday 
morning aome friends took him into a 
saloon aad bought him a drink of whisky 
to "stimolate" him. He says he knew 
nothUig after that until he awoke on the 
hiilaide at Mew Boetim and found a group 
of aaen aurronnding him Someone had 
seen him lying down aud Hpred the re- 
port that Ue had comuiitted^suicide. A 
crowd gatliered and Dr. Stewart, of Sci- 
otoville, and Dr. Hughes, of New Boston, 
examined Sharkey and found that he 
was suffering from intoxicants. He was 
placed in a carriage and driven home, 
and although the funeral of his wife was 
delayed, it ia aaid that it waa not on hia 
account. 

The poor fellow's woea did not end 



with his wile's death, however, as lie 
waa BQtifled Monday that he maat pay 

up what little rent he was delirq-ient or 
move out of the house Wednesday. The 
man is now trying to secure day work so 
that he can keep his little family to- 
gether. If he lails in that he aays he is 
going to get a shanty boat and try to 
make a living by fishing.
